~The New Jersey Court of Errors 
and Appeals ruled yesterday that 
tavern owners in that state are 
responsible if one of their custom- 
ers gives another a “hot-foot.” 

The ruling was made in the case 
of Richard Kiener, of Paterson, 
who was burned about the foot 
and leg on Dec. 21, 1945, as result 
of a “hot-foot” given him by Rich- 
ard Grimes at a Christmas party 
at a tavern owned by Manuel 
Steinfeld.

Malfeasance Indictment. 

The indictment for palpable 
omission of duty and malfeasance 
in office, read: 

“That Roy F. Hull on the 
twenty-sixth day of June 1948, and

10,000 Others Waiting to 


Be Evacuated From 
Camiguin—First Erup- 


tion Since 1871, 


By SPENCER DAVIS. 
MANILA, Sept. 4 (AP)—Thirty 
thousand frightened natives were 
rescued today from the suiphurous 
smoke, ashes and lava of roaring 
Hibokhibok volcano on tiny Ca- 


miguin island. 

Ten thousand more, awaiting 
evacuation, huddled in fear of the 
mighty mile-high volcano which 
began erupting Sept, 1 for the 
first time since 1871. 

Besides the 10,000 awaiting to 
be evacuated, there gre some 15,- 
000 more inhabitants on the island. 
Authorities said it may be neces- 
sary to remove them, but at the 
moment they were in no danger, 

A steady stream of hot lava 
flawed down the mountain, but 
so far only one man has been 
caught in it and he escaped with 
his life. (The United Press said 
15 fatalities have been reported.) 

There are no reports of any 
American personnel in the area, 
except one unidentified American 
volcano expert who with Filipino 
experts risked climbing the peak 
today to find that the volcano had 
opened a new crater about 18 
miles east of the old one. 

The Philippines Government 
said tonight that the 30,000 per- 
sons evacuated from the island 
were in nearby ports. 

450 Miles From Manila. 

Camiguin is in the Mindanao 
sea, about 450 miles south of Ma- 
nila. It is about 12 miles long 
by eight miles wide and is separ- 
ated from Mindanao by five miles 
of sea. 

Every available vessel, including 
the American freighter Eugene 
Lykes and Philippines Navy patrol 
ships, has been commandeered to 
speed rescue work. 

The mayor of Mambajao and 
the constabulary were advised by 
Volcanologist Arturo Alcaraz of 
the Weather Bureau to evacuate 
all persons on the northern part 
of Camiguin island. He said the 
present activity of the volcano 
may continue for some time. 

Noises were audible from land- 
slides in the vicinity of the spew- 
ing mountain top. No new earth 
tremors have been recorded in 
the last few hours. TEarlier the 
roaring volcano caused tremors

Signatures of persons known 
by long-time residents and community 
storekeepers—eight. Percentage of valid 
signatures—approximately 10 per cent. 

Irregularities in the-petition imeluded 
wholesale misspelling of tke simple 
name of the Doss postoffice; two signa- 
tures of one person on one petition, each 
with a different address; sighatures of 
two out-of-state residents, one of whom 
gave a Missouri address; signatures of 
two minors; signatures of persons un- 
known, 71. 

You are right in contending that any 
political party has a right on the ballot, 
but that party must be legitimately born 
with due regard for state laws govern- 
ing such births.

The attempted bribery charge 
against the State’s Attorney results from the 
solicitation of $25,000 by Roy D. Gatewood from 
Bernie Shelton, gangster and gambling operator. 
Gatewood said thé bribe was being solicited as 
the proposed price of the State’s Attorney for 
dropping felony charges against Shelton and two 
associates. . 

After Shelton trapped Gatewood by secretly 
recording the bribe solicitation,, Shelton was 
murdered. The solution of ‘that cold-blooded 
killing was an unsolved responsibility of the 
now indicted officials when the Post-Dispatch 
a month ago first disclosed the facts about the 
recording of the attempt at bribery. 

The grand jury was not content with the in- 
dictment of these officials who it believes have 
been faithless to their trust. It turned in an 
accompanying report that its members found 
“much evidence that too many public officials 
are too closely associated with gangsters and 
racketeers.” 

Then, because its own legal life is expiring, 
this public-spirited body of Peoria county men 
and women called on subsequent grand juries to 
continue the investigation of the connections be- 
tween commercialized gambling and officials 
and others in the community. 

A vital part of the grand jury's report is its 
recommendation that Special Prosecutor Verle 
W. Safford, former president of the Peoria Bar 
Association, be retained “to continue in the 
trial of these indictments.” This is a tribute of 
confidence in the work of Mr. Safford and stands 
in marked contrast to the appraisal which the 
grand jury puts on the stewardship of the elect- 
ed State’s Attorney, Roy Hull. 

By these indietments and by this report, the 
people of Peoria county, through representative 
eitizens on their grand jury, have taken the first 
step to reelaim their local government. By these 
aets they are moving to take their affairs back 
into their own hands after responsible officials 
have allowed the county to become a hunting 
ground of big-money gamblers, gangsters and 
bribe givers and bribe collectors. 

Thayer K. Morrow, president of the Rossetter 
Motor Co. of Peoria, deserves commendation, not 
only of the people of Peoria county but through- 
out Illinois, for his work as foreman of this 
grand jury. He and the men and women who 
worked with him were under tremendous pres- 
sure. They stood up to it and did their duty as 
citizens. 

Mr. Safford, the special prosecutor, took a 
hard assignment and if he is retained, as the 
grand jury recommends, to try these indictments, 
he has more labor ahead of him. He, too, is 
entitled to the full support and appreciation of 
his fellow citizens. 

Since Mr. Safford was chosen by Circuit Judge 
Henry J. Ingram, credit also properly goes to 
the court which made the choice. Judge Ingram 
might have named some member of the bar less 
publie-spirited than Mr. Safford. He did not, and 
that is a shining mark in his record on the bench. 

Once again a grand jury of the people has 
demonstrated what it can do when it is informed, 
when it is moved to action, which it performs as 
a righteous arm of the community. Few insti- 
tutions in our democracy are so old. None is 
more valuable. When Thayer Morrow and his 
fellow jurors reported in open court, Peoria 
county became a cleaner place than it was the 
moment before.

was he, with Thomas Masaryk, who achieved his 
people’s dream of liberation from the Habs- 
burgs. For years thereafter he labored, in the 
League of Nations and out, for a world in which 
little nations could live honorably among power- 
ful neighbors, but as early as 1033 he could see 
impending doom in Gerthany. His friends of 
the West could not see. Five years later they 
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make sure that the people are in the best pos- 
-sible health. That is the only way to have the 


maximum manpower always available for mili- 
tary defense as well as for industrial and agri- 


4 cultural production. Then, there is that line in 
the Constitution about “the pursuit of happi- 


ness.” That, too, calls for rosy cheeks and rea- 


sonably firm muscles. 
The health program suggested yesterday by 


President Truman is a recognition of this duty. 


Tf it is also a political football—as it was called 
by some Republicans—then it is one that should 
be carried across the gbal line. 

Although an Administration-sponsored health 
program was rejected by the last Congress, the 
idea cannot be shelved as merely a subject for 
discussion groups. The United States cannot 
afford each year more than 300,000 deaths which 
might be prevented by the application of avail- 
able medical knowledge. This is a form of 
neglect which borders on manslaughter. 

The report which Federal Security Adminis- 
trator Oscar R. Ewing has prepared at the Presi- 
dent’s request may not contain any brand-new 
ideas, But it does bring all the related factors 
into one comprehensive plan. It provides for 
adequate medical care, for the doctors to admin- 
ister it, for the schools to train them, and for 
the research to make that training more and 
more effective. All at a cost perhaps lower 
than that of a dozen battleships. 

Ewing has proposed a sound way of meeting 
this cost: a low-rate, compulsory insurance sys- 
tem which would be gradually extended until it 
covered almost everybody in need of care. There 
is no charity in this, ho diminution of any man’s 
self-respect. 

Nor is here any regimentation in the plan. 
Patients would be free to choose their doctors. 
Doctors would be free to choose their patients. 
The Government would not meddle with details. 

The National Physicians Committee and the 
American Medical Association will howl about 
this proposal as they have howled about all 
earlier ones. This negativism, however, is not 
the attitude of all American physicians and sur- 
geons. Many will give their quiet support to 
legislators and administrators trying to work out 
the problem. 

There is not a Democratic state of good health 
and a Republican state of good health. The poli- 
ticians will realize this sooner or later. The 
leaders of organized medicine could help the 
politicians to act wisely on this realization if 


~ they were co-operative instead of hostile. Per- 


haps these medieal mouthpieces eventually will 
realize themselves that this is not a fight against 
the profession, but a fight for the people. 
However its details may be changed, the 
Ewing report is the outline of the future. The 
best interests of the nation demand it. Humanity 


commands it. 


The Polk Case, Still Unsolved 


Embros, a conservative newspaper in Athens. 
carried a story—and probably displayed it as a 
“scoop”—that the murder of George Polk, 
American radio correspondent, has been solved. 
He was killed, said the paper, by Communists. 

The only unusual fact about this story is that 
Embros seems to have mairitained an interest in 
the Polk case longer than our own State Depart- 
ment. Immediately after the finding of his 
body in Salonika harbor last May, the Greek 
police attributed his death to the Reds. That 
has been their story ever since, even though 
Polk was on his way to interview the Communist 
Gen. Markos Vafiades when he ran into foul 
play. So there was little Embros could have 
done four months later except to repeat and to 
embellish an old story. 

But is this now to be accepted as the truth? 
There was in the beginning, and there still is, 
more ground for believing that Polk was the vic- 
tim of the reactionary Athens clique than of the 
Greek rebels. He had displeased the former by 
making objective reports on the Greek situation 
instead of passing along pro-Government 
propaganda. 

Thorough investigation of the killing of any 
American abroad should be a matter of State 
Department routine. But in this case American, 
authorities appear to have made only the most 
perfunctory gestures. Attempts at private in- 
vestigation ended quickly. Cannot Washington 
assert itself more strongly in a country so de- 
pendent on our aid? Why not? 

The Polk case is deeply disturbing. It cannot 
be considered closed until the circumstances 
surrounding it are established on unimpeachable 


authority.

Rival Constitutions for Germany

Imprisoned for nearly a fortnight in 
Mad Ludwig's castle in southern Bavaria, 
the delegates of the 11 west German states 
have produced a draft Constitution along 
strongly federal lines. 

Although the draft does not provide for 
an indirectly-elected lower chamber, as the 
extremists would have liked, it gives the 
predominant role to the upper chamber, 
which is to consist of delegates of the 
provincial governments. This will have the 
same legislative powers as the popular 
chamber, and its chairman will act in 
various ways as substitute for a federal 
President. The Bavarian plan was that 
the upper chamber should also appoint the 
chancellor and his ministers, and should 
be the organ which issues emergency de- 
crees, but this appears to have been modi- 
fied; the chancellor will be appointed by 
the chairman of the upper chamber, but 
he must have a majority in both houses. 

All through the principle followed has 
been that implicit in the Frankfurt agree- 
ment and in the composition of the com- 
mittee itself: that the provincial govern- 
ments, rather than the political parties, 
must work out west Germany’s salvation. 


Moves in the East 
It is not only in western Germany that 


a new Constitution is being worked out. 4 


parallel move is under way in the East. 
Here the People’s council has approved 
an outline scheme, and a final draft is to 
be produced by mid-September for discus- 
sion by the third meeting of the People’s 
Congress. 

The brief seems to have been to produce 
an amended Weimar Constitution. In the 
first place, this means a weaker President 
and a more stable government, and the 
proposals, which on paper are much less 
radical than might have been expected, 
are largely aimed at these objects. A popu- 
larly elected people's chamber” is fore- 
seen, with a second chamber whose mem- 
bers are appointed by the provincial as- 
semblies and have only a delaying veto. 

The President, who is as far as possible 
confined to representative functions, is 
elected by both chambers for a four-year 
term. The Premier is nominated by the 
strongest party in the people's chamber; 
he can only be brought down by à no-confi- 
dence motion which names a new Premier 
and outlines an alternative policy, and not 
more than one such change of government 
is allowed during the four-year life of any 


responsibility of government—in 


room for the optimist to hope that eastern 
and western Constitution-makers might ul- 
timately find some common basis. 

But there is more to it than that. The 
real snag lies in the inclusion of various 
features common in eastern Europe, The 
principle of the “anti-Fascist block” is per- 
petuated by a provision that all parties

words, there is to be no Opposition—and 
at elections non-party organizations are 
to offer lists of candidates. 

Hert Grotewoh! justified this by an at- 
tack on the party system and by claiming 
that a democracy must be all-embracing. 


People’s Democracy, Red Style 


This is in fact “people’s democracy” as 
the modern Communist theory understands 
it. The non-party organizations are un- 
doubtedly the Communist-led ones, the 
women’s, youth, trade union, Nazi victims’, 
and cultural organizations which are al- 
ready represented on the People’s council. 

Two new parties have been formed un- 
der Communist leadership to attract the 
peasants and the ex-Nazi into the new 
scheme of things, and the postponement 
of local elections which the Communist 
press is demanding is probably intended to 
give them a chance to win members from 
the only two non-Communist forces: the 
Liberals and the Christian Democrats. 

A solid block under Communist leader- 
ship, without any opposition—the “anti- 
democratic elements” which indulge in 
“cheap and irresponsible obstruction” and 
must be eliminated—is to be the flesh and 
blood of the revived Weimar skeleton, This 
is far from the parliamentary democracy 
of pre-Hitler Germany, but only one com- 
mentator has had the honesty to admit 
that it is in fact an oligarchic system. 

Herr Girnus, the deputy director of 
Berlin radio, argues that the principle of 
majority rule has proved fatal to Germany; 
that the minority which opposed Hitler 
was right, not the majority which fol- 
lowed him; that the “out-dated party sys- 
tem is useless and .... it would be dis- 
astrous for us to restore it.” 

Of course, this is the basis of the whole 
policy, and if the minority leadership 
would stop talking about “true democracy” 
and were concentrating on the prevention 
of future Nazism or militarism, it would 
be an arguable thesis. But in fact the 
Communists’ main object is to further 
Russian aims, and even in their own ranks 


denounced as American agents.

evening and on weekends. His mother has taken charge of 
my kitchen as if it Were her own. She insists on doing the 
cooking and all the buying. If I ask her to get something 
special she will say it's too expensive though it’s our money. 
T love to cook, but to try to get her to allow me to enter my 
own kitchen is a losing fight. We have no privacy, she never 
knocks on any door. When I remonstrate with my husband 
over her conduct he always replies she is a sick woman, and 
if I don’t like having her around I can leave. I feel like a 
stranger in my own home, I so much want to start a family 
but even now after five years of marriage we can’t afford it, 
for I would have to stop work, and my mother-in-law’s doctor 
bills at present run to $25 a week. I love my husband, but 
am afraid I can’t take this kind of thing much longer. Is 
there anything I can do, and not have to break up my 
marriage? MRS. R.L.H. 


If there is no possibility of placing your mother-in-law in 
a nursing home, then all you can do will be to see if you can't 
adjust yourself to the present situation, and arrange for a few 
compromises. I really think your husband’s mother has good 
intentions with regard to being helpful. She probably feels 
rer dependence keenly as many old people do, and tries in 
every way possible to save you expense on your food bills. 
So instead of rebelling and feeling hurt take into account her 
thoughtfulness and also consider how much easier it is on a 
woman who is employed to have dinner ready and waiting on 
her return each evening, than it is to come in dog-tired and 
have to rustle up a meal herself. Doing a little fancy cooking 
when the spirit moves you is one thing—dinner to prepare 
every evening is quite another. However, I do think your 
mother-in-law should not be allowed to take advantage of the 
fact that she is not well. She should be made to realize that 
if you want to go into the kitchen and prepare a special dish 
at any time that is your privilege and your kitchen. She should 
never permit herself to intrude on your privacy and any closed 
door calls for a knock before entering. This is something the 
smallest child should know, and practice. Even though your 
husband’s sister is married and has a child there should be 
some way she could help with expenses, it is her mother, too. 
There is no reason either why you should be obliged to put 
off having a family indefinitely. This is too much to sacrifice 
for the older generation. If your mother-in-law’s doctor bills 
are so high, look into the matter of clinics. There she will 
get excellent care at a price you can afford to pay. Ignore 
your husband's suggestion that you be the one to leave each 
time there is trouble concerning his mother. He is naturally 
worried and torn between two loyalties. Sit down together, 


do some planning and some rearranging of the budget. This 


matter can be worked out without doing anything so very 
drastic. Thousands of families are doing it.

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow

LTHOUGH tomatoes are one 
of our most popular vegetables 
and appear regularly on our 


sauce or in casserole combina- 
tions. All of these ways are tried 
and true and always welcome. But 
there are other roles in which 
tomatoes can be star performers. 

Baked, broiled or fried tomatoes 
are three easy methods of serving 
them deliciously and with a new 
and aristocratic “look.” For either 
of these styles, one needs shapely 
tomatoes of medium size and ripe 
but firm so they will hold shape 
in cooking. It is essential, too, 
that the cooking be carefully 
watched to see that the tomatoes 
cook only until they are thorough- 
ly heated through, for they will 
collapse and lose shape and ap- 
peal if overcooked. In baking or 
broiling, there is an advantage to 
leavi on the skin which also 
helps hold the shape. 

In the Fried Tomato Surprises, 
the skin must be removed because 
the crumbs adhere to the moist 
flesh of the tomato but would not 
to the skin. A good coating of 
crumbs absorbs a good coat of 
beaten diluted eggs and the moist 
egg also permits another layer 
of crumbs to be attached. All of 
this coating treatment is neces- 
sary to obtain the all-over crunchy 
and interesting crust. 

Fried Tomato Surprises. 

Four to six medium-sized, ripe 
but firm tomatoes, chilled; four 
to six sticks American cheese, 
one tablespoon finely chopped 
onion, one cup fine dry bread 
crumbs, one large egg, one table- 
spoon water, deep fat, salt, pars- 


Tey. 

Dip chilled tomatoes into boiling 
water only a few seconds for skin 
to loosen. Skin on chilled toma- 
toes loosens much more quickly 
than on warm ones. Be sure not 
to leave tomatoes in water long 
enough for surface to become soft. 
Use an apple corer to remove a 
cylinder of tomatoes but don’t go 
all the way through tomato. In- 
gert a stick of cheese the length 
and thickness of the tomato eylin- 
der removed. Press a little onion 
around the corners of cheese 
stick to fill up space. Roll 
stuffed tomatoes first in crumbs, 
then dip in egg beaten and mixed 
with water, and again in crumbs. 
Let stand at room temperature 
or in refrigetator for about one 
hour. Then place in a when 
basket and lower into fat heate 
to 365 degrees Fahrenheit (use a 
thermometer) and fry to a golden 
brown. Remove carefully, sprinkle 
generously with salt and arrange 
on a hot platter. Garnish with 
parsiey and serve immediately.

Since salt cod is very salty, you 
must de-salt it. Put the codfish 
in a bowl, cover with water and 
let it soak for a couple of min- 
utes. Drain. Then, with your 
hands, squeeze out all remaining 
water. Peel and dice potatoes. 
Put fish and potatoes in a sauce- 
pan, cover with cold water and 
boil: 15 minutes. Drain thoroughly 
and stir in butter or margarine, 
summer savory and pepper. 

Beat 3 with a fork to 
make it very light and fluffy. 
Then beat in egg. Chill half an 
hour.
